Ohioago and Denver Railroads Will Make
Bome Change.

ABOLISH EXCESS FARE ON FAST TRAINS

Scehedule of the Tralna at Omaha Wil
Remaln Practically Unchanged,
but the Time Went Wil
Be Lengthened,

On Sunday, August 14, thera will be gome
changes made In the running time of the
passenger trains of the Unlon Pacifle, the
Burlington, and the Rock Ieland roads. On
the same date the excesa fare on the fast
tralns will be discontinued, and the running
time between hers and Denver will be
lengthened out to sixteen hours,

On the Unlon Pacifio there will bhe ne
changes In the time of tralns In or out of
Omaha, All the through trains will leave
and arrive here Just as at pretent. There
will be some slight changes in the connect-
ing tralns of the Omaha & Republican Val-
ley and one or two of the other Unlon
FPacifle branches, but these have not yot
been announced.

On the Burlington the leaving time of
No. 1 will be advanced five minutes, Tt
will leave at 11:60 p. m. on and after August
14, It's new arriving time in Denver will be
2:50 p. m, Traln No, 6, “the Chleago
Speclal” wlill leave Denver at 9:16 o, m.;
Omaha at 2:16 a. m., and will reach Chleago
at 4:26 p. m. Traln No. 3, leaving here at
4:36 p. m., will reach Denver the next morn-
ing at T:36 a. m., five minutes Inter than
now, In order to make the run sixteen hours
long.

The Rock Island has not yet announced ita
new time card. A provislonal schedule waa
in elrculation among the ofMcials about a
fortnight ago, but it Is known that this
sohedule hns gone by the boards, It provided
for the abandonment of Noa, 41 and 42, the
new fagt traing, As the Unlon Pacific and
the Burlington are golng to keep thelr fast
traing on, it s practically certain that the
Rock Island will not care to take theirs off
the road. It I8 believed that the "'Rocky
Mountain Limited” will continue to make Its
east and westhound trips as now, except that
the running time between here and Denver
will be stretched out to meet the sixteen-
hour minimum.

WORKS AMONG HAILROAD BOYS,

Infilnence of Yonng Men's Christian
Associntion In Gaining.

George MacDil), formerly chief elerk to
Genernl Superintendent Hughes of the Elk-
horn, and later private secretary to Horace
G. Burt, is In the city renewing old friend-
ships. He I8 now interested In the work of
the Young Men's Christian asociatlon among
rallrond men and is one of the four repre-
gentatives of the general assoclation having
charge of the rallroad branches. He la en-
thuslsstle about his new llne of work and
reports great progress throughout the coun-
try, especially In the southern field, in which
he has been working lately.

In speaking of his work he eald:
“During the st few years there has
becn @  great increase in the Intersst
shown In the work of the association among
rallroad men. In most of the lending rail-
roadl centers we now have strong rallroad
branches. 1 have just come from a mis-
sion through Kansas and Texas. In two
towns In each of these states we have re-
cently opened fine new bulldings, equipped
with gymunasiums, as well ag lbraries and
lecture rooms, and the railroad men spend
n good dAeal of their spare time there. In
Boone, 1la., Columbus and North Platte,
Neb., and Kansas City, Mo, we have good
assoclations. These are the branches near-
est to this elty. Perhaps, at some late date,
we'll organize a rallroad nssocintion in
Ompha. There are enough rallroad men
here to support a separate assoclation,

“We're getting some fine bulldings for our
rallrond assoclations throughout the coun-
try. The one In New York that was con-
structed by Cornelius Vanderbilt at a cost
of over $200,000, is looked upon as the finest,
but the one In Philadelphin, erected by the
Pennsylvania Rallroad company, at a cost
of $185,000, Is not far behind."

Unfon Pocifle Finnnees,

Although the monthly statement of the
Unlon Pacific has not been given out to the
press slnce the reorgunization of the road,
it 18 learned that the reports continue to
ghow handsome Increases in earnings and
conslderable decreases In operating expenses
month by month. The gross earnlogs for
the month of June were $1,885,445, an in-
crease of §124.514 over the earnings of the
coresponding month a vear ago. The oper-
ating expenses were $762,709, n decrease of
§116,021. The net earnlogs were $622,738,
an inerease of $240.0636,

The June report completed the Anancial
statement for the first half of 1598 and
ehows the flist six months to have beoen
moel prosperous ones for the Unlon Paclfic,
During the first six months the gross edrn-
ings were $7,670,679, an Increage of $038,747.
The operating expenses were $4,684,418, a
decrease of $223.314. The net earnings of
this period amounted to $3,136,161, an in-
erenss of §1,167,062.

For the purpose of comparison this state-
ment Includes the operations of the lines
from Council Bluffs to Ogden, Kansas City
to Denver, Leavenworth to Lawrence, Kan.,
Denver to Cheyenne, Brighton to Boulder,
Colo., from January 1, 1848, A portion of
the yearly taxes is included in the expenses
for June and the six months in both years.
Earnings of all brauch lines and mlscella-
neous earnings are excluded,
